This fortunate ac- 
cident the ogents of the manufsctarcrs of Penn’ 
sylvania and New England are about to turn to ae- 
cont by enacting the most odfous, oppressive 
and clumsy tariff that exer found u place on the 
static books of the United States. Itis urged by 
republican leaders that the United States revenue 
falls short of the exyenditare, and that eonse- 
quentIy—in the sbseuce of any feasible schems 
fer the collection of direct taxes—the daties on 
foreign products onght to he raised in order to 
Protect the government from fusolvency. Admit- 
ting this proposition, the Morrill tari does not 
meet the end proposed. It Ja not a revenuo tari 
Itis purely a protective tariff, contrived in the in- 
(erect of s few manufacturers io Pennsylvania aad 
New England. Of ten and coffee, the United States 
imported last year about 60,000,00, free of duty. 
The eimportations could efford to psy folly ive 
lions revence; tbe Morrill tariff does not touch 
mo, Bot om mepvertaes seopeting i tg 
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frais of the fodostry of New Pogland and Penn- 
wylvania ft lerpoden’ dutién which will prove al- 
mont probibitory: Inrmany instances it will defeat 
Ste own object, from tha oxceanive character of tho 
duties tmpovnd; tho articles taxed will cose to be 
fanported, and the revenne will bo none tho richer 
after the tariff uss gone into effect. Ifthe object 
ofthe dominant majority In Congrées {a to raise, 
by euistoms datien, © revenue Kafficlent to defray 
‘tho expenses of goretnment, those daties should 
De no dlstribtated oa to fell npon articles which aro 
more to. bo Imported Toa aud coffoo shonld bo 
fneladed among taxpaying articles, and the 
Reavlest charges should bo laid upom commodi- 
Wea whfch cannot be produced here. This {s tho 
yy to ralto a revenue by customs daties, Mr. 
Morrill and his friends, however, oro not thinking 
about ralsing arevence, Thelr object {s to build 
Bp a manofactaring orlstocracy in Ponnsylrania 
and New England, and thoto among them who 
have muflicient nagacity to foresce the effect of 
thelr echemo aro well aware that the now tari 
would Jeave the government at tho end of a year 
poorer than {t is at present. It remains to bo 
neen whether tho ropregontatives of tho great 
Northwert—who now hold tho balance of power 
tn Congress—will sabmit to tax their pooplo out- 
rageously and usclessly for tho cake of manofac- 
turing corporations in other States. If thoy aro 
‘willing thot the pooplo of Oh{o, Mlinoig, Indiana, 
Michigan, Jowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota shall 
poy tribute to the spinnera of New England and 
the manufactorora of Pennsylvania, and that after 
a year or two of such tribute the United States 
goverment shall be found deoper in dobt 
than {t {In at present, they will support 
tho Morrill tariff, and it will become o 
Jaw. If, on tho contrary, thoy ore honestly in 
Savor of the falr developement of agriculture, Iudus- 
try and commerce in tho States of the great North- 
Weet, they will not suffor this monstrons aboml- 
nation to pass elther hour of Congress, and will 
teek other methods of providing for the necessities 
of the government. If thoy should decide to re- 
Jeet the Morrill manufacturers’ schomo, they may 
rely upon tho sapport of the intelligent ropreson- 
tatives from Now York and tho other groat sea- 
ports, Morrill's bill abolishes tho warchousing 
system, by decreeing that, at the oxplration of 
thirty days (instead of threo years, as at prosont), 
importers shall bo compelled to withdraw their 
goods from warchouse, Thia would prove almost 
fatal to the commerce of Now York, Philadelphia, 
Boston and Baltimoro, and tho representatives of 
theso cities will naturally bo found in the ranks of 
the opponents of the measure, Tho experience of 
the post few weeks has strongthened the opinion 
of those who hold that it fs not tho Intorest 
of the United States government to raiso ita rove- 
nuo year by yeor. A grest national debt 1s an 
evll, no doubt; bot a modorate debt has advan- 
tages which recont erents have brought very pro- 
minently before the public, No such \horesy as 
the right of eecesston could provail for a moment 
ino country whioh owed large sums to its peoplo; 
Mf such fallocios were mooted they would very 
quickly bo silenced. If the United States had 
owed six handred instead of sixty millions, tho 
pending recession movement would not| hayo re- 
celved tho oncouragoment ft has, And If, Jostead 
of Unkering tho tariff, tho ropublicans in Congres 
Were to authorize a loan of thirty or forty millions 
for tho payment of the expenses of government 
during the present year, they would achlove thelr 
purpose more certainly, and with leas injustice to 
tho peoplo, than can be tho caso if thoy follow the 
Jend of Mr, Morrill and bis friends, 

A very fow days now will acttlo the moot 
question as to the attitude of Great Britain on our 
atceasion movement, In consequenco of the re- 
fignation of tho United States Collectora at 
Charleston and Mobil, ships aro now clearing 
from thoso ports for England with Stata clearances. 
‘There aro not many such veesels, and thoy aro 
paying an oxtra tax in tho shape of double insnr- 
buco, and a loss of 1. 12% por cent on tho bills of 
exobango roprosenting tholr cargo; but «till eove- 
ral vessols hyo actually galled for England with 
clearances from the States of South Carolina and 
Alabama, ond when they arrive wo shall learn 
what conrse England proposes to pursue. If the 
clearances of the seceding States aro admitted, at 
Dritish ports, to bo as valid as thoso of tho federal 
government, tho Southern confederacy will enjoy 
all the recognition it needs at present, 

We notico that the House of Representatives at 
Washington is discussing tho Senate amendment to 
tho Deficlonoy Appropriation bill, granting $300,- 
600 to Ambrose W. Thompson and others in re- 
‘torn for certain rights secured to the United States 
in the harbor of Chiriqui, New Granada. It is ge- 
nerally belleved here that this grant is a mere lob- 
by speculation, and that certain members of Mfr. 
Buchanan's Cabinct aro accomplices in the matter. 
Thero has been 9 good deal of talk about establish- 
ing a conling station for the United States navy at 
Bocas del Toro, Chiriqui; but the fact {s tho cost 
of that region is tertiary coal, utterly unfit for 
marino purposes and of very little value for any 
other. Am interoceanio road has been proposed, 
and this, with the proper means and under the prd- 
per auspices, might, perbaps, be established at 
Chiriqui; but tho bare fact that such @ schemo Is 
Seasible does not entitle Mr, Thompson and his as- 
sociates to $300,000 of tho public money. We ro- 
commend Congress to look closely into this mattor 
defore thoy grant any money, and to sco especial- 
ly whether tho Chiriqui company have any rights 
atall which the government of New Granada fs 
Dound to respect,

Tum Pactrte Rurnoan Jon.—This stupendous

The Pree Confrderacy of the North. 

Wo publish throe articles from the Toronto 
papers-on the grest question of Northern 
confederation, émbracing the free commanNies 
of the Iate United States, the two Cavadas ant 
all the British provinces of North Amorica. 
‘The question arises from the detérmination of 
all the republican Jeaiders to resist those mes- 
snres which can alone reconcile the South to 
the North, their object being to prevent the 
socoding States from returniag to the Union, 
and-to force the rest of the slave States ont of 
it This is done advisedly, with’s view of an- 
nexing the British colonics, whick would bare 
notbing to do with the confederacy so long as 
slavery was tolerated within its borders, bat 
which, with tbat insuperable objection ro 
moved, will be glad to unite thoir destiny with 
their Anglo-Saxon brothers in a great free oil 
homogeneous nation, extending from the Obio to 
the North Pole. “For every State that goes out 
one must come in,” eays Mr. Seward; “and so 
Tlook apon Rupert's Land and Canada, and I 
am able to say ‘Itis very well; you are building 
excellont States to be horeaftor admitted into the 
Americun Union.” Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Sew- 
ard have both declared that this government 
capnot exist with two kinds of civilization; 
that it cannot continue half slave and half freo; 
it must be all either ono thing or the other, Aa 
tbe Southorn States decline to surrender their 
institution, and prefer to out adrift rather than 
submit to Northorn domination, there is nothing 
left but to repair the loss by the annexation of 
the free States lying to thé north of us, 

It has been said that the Prince of Wales was 
well received (broughont the British Provinces, 
and that therefore they will not joinus. That 
fan weak and flimsy argument; for his Royal 
Highness was recoived with greater cclal on this 
aide the line. Thy disturbances in Canada dur- 
ing the Princo’s vislt were very considerablo; 
and the Duke of Neweastle is reported to have 
taken homo to England tho intolligenco of n 
desire on the part of the British Provinces to 
form a confederacy under one British vice 
roy. But this isa mistake. What they want 
ia to unite with tho free States of tho North; 
‘and they cannot do it too soon, for revolution 
and war aro now rife in Europo, and tho 
chances aro that Great Britain wil be broken 
own in the irrepressible conflict. Canada 
ought therefore immediately to provide for its 
fature, England bas not the power to preyont 
tho annexation of the British provinces, and, 
beeldes, penceablo secession is the principlo of 


tho age, What {8 good doctrine in Italy ought 
to be good in Amerfoa, Canada, froma her his- 


ceotrst government, having conquered by force 
of arms, must maintain its ascendancy by the 
fame means. Here, then, is a great military 
power, centralized and consolidated, ‘the vory 
oyil that the wiseat American statesmen havo 
foreseen and dreaded and warned their conn- 
trymen to resist to the Tat” This is common 
sense ond sound philoxophy, and our contom- 
porary turns the argument to practical account 
by rbowing trom it the mecessity of “two con- 
federacics—a Northern and a Southern—peaoo- 
obly established, each pursuing its own policy 
‘nod opjoying {ts own peouliar Institutions, with- 
‘out the let or hindrance of the other.” 

This is a very suggestive hint thst when the 
Canadiana take possession by surprise of Im- 
pregnable Quebee and other fortresses thoy 
must be allowed to quietly secede on paying 
the mother country for the property. It is sig~ 
nificant in another point of view. The people 
of Canada bayo now an interest in the North- 
crm States, and do not desire to eee thom enter 
upon the suicidul game of Southora conquest, 
but rather to “pursuo a carcer of annexation 
and aggrandizement northward and westward, 
Copada and tho Lower Provinces being sup- 
posed rife for admission into the tree confede- 
racy of the Nortb.’” 

‘These are cheering seatiments for the pooplo 
of the free States, in view of their loss of the 
South, which now seems inovitable, Unlike 
the prond patricians of the Roman republic, 
who saved the country by liberal concessions 
‘apd guarantecs to the plébelans when they e- 
ceded from tbe city to Mons Sacer and com. 
menced founding a now empire; and unlike the 
ctill pronder aristocracy of Eogland, who 
saved the Dritish empire from the horrors of 
civil war by concessions to Ireland in 1629, 
the republicans, suddenly elevated to power, 
Vike all upstarts, arc puffed up with a sense of 
thoir own importance, and will not bend before 
tho storm which i sare to break them in tho 
end. Ono of the leaders in Congress—Mr. 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania—on Tuesday last 
declared that “rather than givo concessions ho 
would-seo tbo government khattored into ton 
thonssnd atoms;”” and this evatiment was not 
rebuked, but acquiesced in by all the republl- 
can members of Congress, following the latest 
authoritative programme received from Spring: 
field, bo tho effect that “Str, Lincoln is not com: 
mitted to the border State Gompromisa, nor to 

apy otber; he atands immovably on the Chica- 
go platform, and be will neither acquiosce in, 
nor adyise bis friends to nequiesce in, any com- 
promice that surrenders un tota of it” 

There is overy prospeot, therefore, of tho 


tory and geographical position, belongs to tho 
Northern States, just as much as “the kingdom 
of the Two Sicilies"’ belongs to Sardiaia and a 
united Italy. Tho unity of tho Italian States, 
‘and the unity of North Amorioan free States, 
are the problems of the time, to be worked 
out by “manifest destiny.” 

The Toronto Leader, it will be seen, does not 
objeot to the new combination, but rather ob- 
jects to our phrascology of “annoxing British 
America,” and says ‘the annoxation will be in 
the other direction.” We are practical. We 
do not disputo about words if our ideas are 
carried ont, ‘A rose will smell os aweet by 
any other name.” The Canadians may call 
tho new Union what they like—our annexation 
of them, or their annexation of the Yan- 
kees—so that both are only united under 
one government. But there is one thing 
in the arrangement against which we 
will strenuously object, and that is the an- 
nexation of the British islands, Thoy have too 
many paupers, and are too heavily burthened 
with debt. ‘ 

Our contempnrary anticipates “a now tarri- 
torial arrangement’? from the fragments of our 
dismembered confederacy, and says that 80 far 
from overtures for a union with Canada being 
repulsed, he promises thers is “every likell- 
hood that they will reccivo a fair and candid 
consideration.” This is all that we could ex- 
pect him to say just now, but it is a decided 
step in advance. The London Post—the home 
organ of the British government—says Canada 
will henceforth hold the balance of power on 
this continent, The government organ in 
Capada gives farther elucidation to the idea 
by showing how it is to be done, even by 
union with our Northern States, 

The Leader of the 30th Jonuary saye-— 
«Phore is n feeling abrond in these provinces 
thnt wa should derive from a union many ad- 
vantages that we do not now possess. There 
is an indefinite yearning after a higher stafis— 
a larger sbare of nationality.” How elso can 
that yearning bo gratified, or that status attain: 
ed, but by union with the Northern States? 
Forever must these provinces be dragged at 
tho tail of Great Britain till they assert their 
independence. ‘The manner in which the Judi- 
ciory of Canada is now treated is an illustration 
of their degradation. But already one province 
wants to come in. “The largest vote,” says tho 
Leader, “in favor of the project would como 
from the peninsula of Upper Canada, whore 
there is a feeling that te connection with 
Neto York is the natural ona, and that it ts more 
profitable than any other that could be formed.” 
We arv catisfled to take the provinces by instal- 
ments—oneatatime. But we are told that 
Lower Canada has a horror of democratic insti: 
tutions, and changes slowly, while she fears hor 
religion would bo in dunger at our bands. 
Can any greater protection be desired than the 
French Catholio population of Louisiana have 
alwaya enjoyed under this government! The 
religious liberly of all is fully guaranteed 
in our constitution. As to tho opposition of 
the old French noblesss to republicanism, it 
would ayail nothing in revolution. A little 
genlle outside preasrs would quicken the 
action of the province, and soon make it all 
right. Now that the South is rext from us, 
our destined expansion is northward, and 
nothing can arrest our progress. We are more 
than twenty millions, 

So mueh for one of our Canadian contempo- 
aries: What ssya tho other? The Globe assumes 
the same tone, and says, before the 4th of March 
eight or ten seceding States “Will have orgunized 
a large military force, espable of defending 
themselves against any attack from federal 
troops.” But supposing the new adminis- 
tration to attempt the conquest of the” 
South—what thent Our contemporary re- 
plies by asking some sensible qnestions:— 
“Will such a contest pay? Will victory or de- 
feat bring tke greater trouble? Will not the 
present constitution be destroyed in either 
caso? The ancient Greek republic fell when 
one or two of the States conquered tho rest.’ 
‘Tho reason is plain: “Though the federal 
power might be continued, the independence 
of the States, their freedom of action as seps-

greater than that of the free States, and is 
neorly equal to all the States and Territories 
of our confederacy, North and South, and with 
‘a poptiution which ten years ago was more 
than two millions and three-quartera, and ts 
now fully four millions. ‘The immigration to 
the Hudson Bay territory, stimulated by the 
gold discovery, is immense, and the Canadian 
population alone is estimated at upwards of 
three millions. It is bordy und. thrifty, 
and bomogencous with our own | Anglo- 
Saxon and Anglo-Celtio population—the 
yery flower of the Caucasian race. 
In 1860 there were 56,214 natives of the United 
States in Canada; and the blood which prevails 
in our free States is now in a ratio of three to 
‘one in the provinces. This we say without dis- 
paragement of the French, who in arts and 
arms and vitality stand to-day ut the head of 
European nations. 

In longnoge, religion and institutions 
British North Amorica is almost identical 
with our free States, What, then, Is to pre- 
vent’ its union with the North? Ont of its 
vost domain eight States, equal on an average 
to thoze of the South, might by copstructed at 
once, leaving abundant territory for the eree- 
{ion of eight more at no distant day. Thera 
gan be no donbé tbat the whole population of 
the provinces, with those of the freeStates of 
the North, would not at this moment fall 
short of twenty-five millions. If united in one 
government, the accessions of population from 
Europe would be immense, apd Yankee actiwe 
ty would soon develope the dormant resources 
of the new empire. It would constitute a vast 
naval power, ruling triumphant in two oceans 
and controlling the commerce of the world. 
Mr. Seward, fluttering alike the Northwest and 
Canada, has fixed the capital of the new northern 
confederacy at or near St. Paul, Minnesota, not 
far from the Britieh line. But it is evident that 
the seat of empire will be New York, with the 
federal district of New Washington ten miles 
round it—New York, which, in spite of all goy- 
eromental or territorial changes, will main- 
taln its position as the great free city of tho 
New World—the centre and the entrepot of 
tho commerce of three continenta Let Canada 
and the otber British provinces prepare for 
their mighty destiny.

Desasp ron Crap Gas ap Crmar Rutt 
oon 1x Brooxyy.—In Brooklyn a cheap aud 
good Opera has been established; but in 
the City of Churcbes the price of gas and 
religion renders both inngcessible to the poor, 
and oppressive {9 ll classes. The enormous 
rents of pews and the big salaries of the 
clergy shat out from public worehip ‘Ai {nie 
mense number of the population. Light, so 
precious {6 the mind and to the eenzes, is thas 
denied to the people by tho heavy tax imposed 
upon it Tho complaints are universal about 
both kinds of light 

As to gaslight, the eabject which comes mora 
immediately within tho scope of newspaper 
comment, we have received numerous commu- 
nications. Formerly gas was thirty-five cents 
per bundred cublo feet in Brooklyn. Whon 
new company was organized, the prico 
was then reduced by the old company to 


twenty-five cents; but, strange to relate, the 
gis bills becamo nearly doubled in amount 
Whethor this wos effected by cbeating at the 
moter, or by tho inferior quality of the gas, 
which causes double the quantity to be con- 
sumed, there appears to be no doubt of the 
fuct ielf Onv gentleman recenily, in paying 
& bill exorbitantly high, observed to the 
managers of the concern that he hoped they 


would not reduce the price of gas again. It is 
notorious that sometimes the men who are sent 
to examine the meter neyer come at all, and 
sometimes they do not take the trouble of Jook- 
ing at it with o light, but onter in tho book a 
certain number of feet by guesswork. In very 
many cases, where little or no gas has been 
burned, outrageous bills of from seven to nino 
dollars are furnished; and when theeo parties, 
indignant at tho fraud, put all the buraers on 
fall blast and consume all the gas they can, by 
way of experiment, they fod their bills actu- 
ally less than before. The meters aro for tho 
most part bumbugs, of no value whatever, par- 
ticularly the wet meters, Every man ought to 
bove a dry meter, which does not admit of the 
nme amount of cheating, provided it is cor- 
rectly made. But the best remedy is to break 
down the monopoly by encouraging the now 
ny, abd establishing o wholesome com- 
jon. As it is now, the eltizens are literally 
robbed by fraudulent gas bills, 


Avorricax. Cranicrex—A. very atriking po- 
enliarity in the character of the Ameri- 
can people is the facility with. which 
they adapt themselves to every change 
in existing circumstances, and there’ is 
perhaps no better illustration: of this tHar' the 
readiness with which they are now preparing 
to meet the altered condition of affairs which 
the political crisis of the hour is rapidly has- 
tening on. Whatever depression in trade and 
finance bas overtaken the country heretofore, 
the people have ulways accommodated them- 
selves to the exigeneles of the times, met the 
bront of misfortune bravely, and recaperated 
more specdily than any other community in tho 
world could hays done under similar circum- 
stances.
